The utterance of Em peror WllHani 
before the retchstair ‘ yesterday 
con-, 
firmed what the German oflicials here 
have maintained from thd first—namely, 
that Germany would observe strict neu­ 
trality, even though no decree of neutra­ 
lity was issued. Russian ofHclals take 
the same views as . to the purpose of 
Russia to keep out of any intervention 
which would be inimical to the United 
fltates. The French authorities hei’e do 
fiot consider intervention a live ques­ 
tion at present, and since France issued 
her decree of neutrality the French of­ 
ficials dimiss reports that France will 
participate In intervehtion. 


The British ofilcials have received no 
word concerning recent moves for in­ 
tervention, and they 
consider 
such 
moves as quite inopportune under ex­ 
isting circumstances. A leading mem­ 
ber of the diplomatic corps said; "W hat 
could we intervene about? 
It could 
not be because the United States had 
occupied the Philippines, because we do 
not yet know th at the Philippines are 
occupied. It could not be because Porto 
Rico may be occupied, for we have no 
official Infoiliiatlon yet that any move­ 
ment 
against 
that 
Island 
is 
con­ 
templated.. In fact, even If continental 
Europe desires to Intervene, it has no 
facts before It thus far on which to base 
intervention.” 


SEIZURE OP THE i:.AFAYETTE. 


■ Washington, May 7.—After another 
day of waiting in the navy and state 
departm entsthedoors were again closed 
In the evening yesterday without aword 
from Commodore Deweyoranyother re­ 
liable source as to what happened a t 
Manila after the cable broke. 
During 
the cour.se of the day there were rumors 
that the cable communication had been 
restored, but these were soon found to 
bo baseless and the excitement sub­ 
sided. One comfort the oillclala take In 
the situation, although It Is of a nega­ 
tive character, is that the lack of com­ 
munication is a probable evidence th at 
the Spaniards, at least, are not In con­ 
trol of Manila, else they would speedily 
communicate that fact to the rest of 
the world through the cable. If the de­ 
lay means anything It la believed not 
to be more serious than th at Commo­ 
dore Dewey has been delayed In car­ 
rying out fully his plans for the occu­ 
pation of Manila.

In other words, it may not have been 
possible for the commodore, within the 
space of five days, to effect the destruc­ 
tion of the Spanish fleet, the silencing 
of the forts at Cavite, the seizure of 
Corregldor, the capture of Manila, and 
Anally the restoration of cable commun­ 
ication. If he has been delayed beyond 
Tuesday or W'’ednesday In carrying out 
this extensive programme It la not at 
all surprising th at he has not been 
heard from through a dispatch boat. 
The state departm ent Is In close touch 
with Consul Wlldman a t Hong Kong, 
who Is expected to supply the earliest 
possible news from the Philippines. The 
only message received from the consul 
yesterday was one Informing the depart­ 
ments that four families of refugees In 
the Philippines had petitioned for ad­ 
mission to the United Statescltlzenshlp, 
something manlfe.stly Impossible for the 
consul to grant under the naturaliza­ 
tion laws. 
Will ll(*ar of KtiiitptMin Tllien lie fistrlken. 
Respecting Admiral Sampson’s move­ 
ments the department is still mute, al­ 
though It Is apparent that Interesting 
news Is expected on that subject within 
the next three days, 
Therefore it is 
quite certain that the rumor which 
originated In London to the effect th at 
Sampson has undertaken a campaign In 
the Canaries is dismissed without a t­ 
tracting attention at the hands of the 
officials, since It would be manifestly 
Impossible for the admiral to arrive at 
the Canaries within so short a space of 
time as three days. 
A leading diplo­ 
matic official said there was no reason 
why foreign nations should be given in­ 
formation of an attack on the Canaries. 
Since the United States was conducting 
a w ar It had the right, he said, to choose 
It« own points of attack without keep 
inir Qiher governments advised of Ita 
purpÀvs. 


Was a 3Ii«itake and the Blue Jacket» Will 
Get No Piixe Money. 


Wahlngton, May 7.—Any internation­ 
al diillculty connected with the seizure 
of the French steam er LaFayette has 
been removed by the prompt release of 
the vessel Immediately upon notice of 
her capture reaching the state depart­ 
ment. The explanation for this action 
on the part of the adm inistration is 
given In the statem ent which follows, 
Issued from the W hite House last night: 
"The LaFayette was released in pur­ 
suance of orders which were Issued by 
the navy department previously to her 
seizure, but which had not been re­ 
ceived by the commanding ofTlcers of: 
the vessels that made the capture. 


"The facts are that on April 29 the 
French embassy made an informal in-, 
qulry as to whether the LaFayette, 
which left St. Nazaire, France, for Vera 
Cruz, by way of Havana, before war 
was declared or information 
of the 
blockade was received, would beallow’ed 
to land at Havana certain passengers, 
her mall bags and the dispatch bag of 
the consul general of France, and take 
some French passengers on board. An 
asurance was given that If this privi­ 
lege should be granted the steamer 
would be forbidden by the French con­ 
sul to land goods. 


"The 
m atter was duly considered, 
and It was decided that without regard 
to the .«strict law of blockade, and as an 
act of courtesy, the request of the 
French government should be acceded 
to. 
Orders were accordingly sent on 
the 2d day of May. When information 
was received of the capture of 
the 
steamer and of her having been brought 
to Key West these orders were com­ 
municated to the captors with Instruc­ 
tions to release the steam er and to see 
that the orders were fully delivered, so 
that they might be carried into effect. 
No demand was made either by or on 
behalf of the French government, di­ 
rectly or indirectly, fcr the steam er’s 
release.”

Uut Not Half So Cute uh the Coiistriictor 
of TIiIh Special. 


New York, May 7.—A special to The 
Journal from Montreal says: A special 
to La Presse from Madrid states that 
Commodore Dewey’s squadron could 
only get an entrance into Manila bay 
by first severing the wires connecting 
the submarine torpedo system with the 
forts. 
This having been done, Dewey 
had no ditliculty In doing what he did; 
that Is to sail into the bay as on the 
high seas. The special then goes on to 
say that he engaged the Spanish squad­ 
ron. with the result as told. But It ap­ 
pears th at during the fight the Spanish 
authorities set to work reccnstructlng 
the wires under the fire of the Ameri­ 
can warships. 


The severed wires w'ere patched so 
quickly that before the fight was over 
no ships could move any more In the 
bay without the greatest:danger of be­ 
ing blown up. Now. says the special to 
La Preside, this startling piece of news 
reached Madrid in the form of a cipher 
dispatch from Hong Kong, where It was 
discreetly circulated among the leaders 
of the Spani^5h groups.

seems to be the only explanation of that 
five days’ silence from Dewey’s squad­ 
ron.
